The plaintiff, in evidence, said that she 
and the defendant, who was employed at 
Jacob’s factory, kept company from 1924 
until January, 1928. A baby was born in 
October of 1928. The defendant had promised 
to marry her several times, but, although 
he gave her an engagement ring in 1925, he 
kept putting off the marriage from year to 
year, his excuse being that his mother had 
fallen into debt with her landlord, Her 
plight, she said, broke her father’s heart 
and he died. 

After the baby was born he came to her 
bedside, shook hands with her. and said: 
“Í know I let you down, but when you 
get up I'll marry you.” 

William Ward, brother of the plaintiff, 
said that when he and his brother asked the 
defendant to marry their sister after the baby 
was born, Hardy promised that he would, 
but he then went off with another girl. 

The defendant, giving evidence, denied 
that he gave the plaintiff a ring, and said 
that the only promise to marry that he gave 
her was that which was contained in a post- 
card from Scotland in 1925. He had not 
been in her company since Christmas Eve, 
1927, when she told him that she was going 
to her sister’s. When he came to his dinner 
on tha day after the birth of the baby he 
was met in the lobby by the girl’s father 
and two brothers, who forced him into her 
room to get a statement from him that he 
was the father of the child, but that he 
denied, 

The judge decided that the plaintiff had 
made out her case, and that he could not 
rely upon the evidence of the defendant, He 
gave a decree for £150,

INTERESTING POINT RAISED IN 


APPEAL. 
(SEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

W. F. Poole, carriers. Dublin, appealed 
from the decision of District Justice Sullivan 
convicting. them of using a general trade 
licence issued under the metor regulations 
for a purpose other than that prescribed, and 
imposing a fine of 10s, 

For the appellants it was stated that on 
September 18 last a customer telephoned to 
Messrs. Poole saying that his lorry, with a 
load of furniture, had met with an accident 
in Harcourt street, and asking them to have 
the lorry brought to their garage for repairs 
and the furniture delivered to Grevstones. 
The appellants sent a fully licensed lorry to 
tow the broken lorry to their premises and 
sent a second lorry, bearing a general trade 
licence, to bring the furniture to Greystones. 
No charge was made for the services ren- 
dered in delivering the furniture, and the 
appellants conter.ded that they were entitle: 
to render the service under the general trade 
licence. 

Judge Shannon said that the appeal raised 
a very interesting point to the motor trade 
generally. After reviewing the facts he held 
that Messrs. Poole were legitimately using 
the trade licence, and that the carrying of 
the furniture under the circumstances was a 
pu connected with their business. 

e reversed the decision of the District 
Justice, but pointed out that his decision was 
not to be taken by the trade as any en- 
couragement to extend, or attempt to ex- 
tend, the for which general trade 
licences were issued.

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 
NE thousand labourers in County Louth 
QO who occupy cottages under the Louth 
Board of Health are to be asked if 
they are prepared to buy their cottages on a 
cash basis. 

At the meeting of the Louth Board of 
Health a letter was read from the Free State 
Local Government Department objecting to a 
proposal that the rent collectors should be 
empowered to have small repairs carried out. 

he Chairman (Mr. McGahon) said that the 
members were anxious to sell the houses and 
the tenants were anxious to buy. A. reggie 
would be necessary, but he thought the 
Government would be agreeable and sympa- 
thetic if they found that there was a demand 
for the sale of the cottages. 


LESS REPAIRS. 

Mr. Campbell said that if there were many 
of the cottagers prepared to pay a cash price 
for their cottages—and he was certain there 
were many in Louth so prepared—the money 
so raised could be used to pay off the loans. 
In addition, when all became the owners of 
their houses they would be far more careful 
and there would be less repairs. He sug- 
gested that the rent collectors should be 
asked to prepare a list of the tenants who 
were willing to purchase their houses, and 
when this was known the Board would be in 
a position to do something definite.

The Health Of 
Belfast. 


More Deaths and Fewer 
Births.

BELFAST, Wednesday 
HE report on the health of the Cou ty 
Borough of Belfast, which has been 
issued to members of the Serpecation 
by the Medica) Superintendent of 
Health of the city (Dr. Charles 8. Thomson), 
shows that the birth rate had fallen during 
1929 to 21.4 per thousand, a decrease of 1.1 
as compared with the previous year, while 
the death rate had increased by 1.6 to 15.6 
per thousand, The net increase in the popula 
tion was 2,437. 

The report shows that the rate of infant 
mortality for 1929 was 112 per 1,000 
registered: births, as compared with 103 for 
1928, and adda “that it must be clear that 
we have some leeway to make wp in child 
welfare.’”’ 


POPULATION. 


The population of the city is given as 
415,151, and the number of registered births 
8,899, representing a rate of 21.4 per 
thousand. The deaths were 6,462, or 15.6 
per thousand, the increase in population being 
2,457. Births had declined by 1.1 per 
thousand of the population, while deaths had 
increased by 1.6. The average birth rate 
during the period from 1919-28 was 24.9, and 
the death rate 15.0 

Of the total number of deaths, 582 had 
heen caused by tuberculous diseases, and 
1,441 by diseases of the respiratory system. 
as against 613 and 1,063, respectively, in the 
preceding year. Deaths from whooping cough 
numbered 138, as against 50 in 1928. 
influenza 363, as against 63, whilst the 424 
deaths from cancer showed a reduction of 2% 
as compared with 1928. There were also 77 
deaths from measles, as compared with 169 
in the previous year. | 

The death rate per thousand of the popula- 
tion was 15.5 in respect. of children: under 
one year, as compared with 16.5 in 1928. 


OVERCROWDING, 


Referring to overcrowding, Dr. Thomson 
states :—‘‘ Compared with other cities, I be- 
lieve we are fortunate. Noné the less, over- 
crowding is always serious from a health 
point of view as well as others, ~The over- 
crowded are not charged high as regards 
rents—quite the contrary, To a certain 
extent the whole community must pay where 
families are overcrowded—for example, in 
sanatoria,”” 

The Medical Officer also points out that as 


the result of a casua! survey by his inspectors | 
| offence to go unnoticed, cspecially when com- 


it has been found that the overwhelming 
majority of people living in overcrowded 
houses or reoms were employed, that the 
rents of the houses were very low, and that 
the wages of the people were often, but not 
always, poor, 

The Medical Officer recommends that a sum 
of £4,000 be budgeted for the giving of milk 
to infants, and lays down rules to govern the 
concession. ' 

Dr. Trimble, Chief Tuberculosis Medical 
Officer, deals extensively with the steps which 
have been taken to combat the disease, and 
states that there has been a steady diminu- 
tion in the number of women suffering from 
tuberculosis. He advocates open-air schools 
for delicate children, and points out how the 
disease is associated with poor home condi- 
tions.

The modern ideal in that 
respect was to be born under happy con-

‘< Thig-haspital, however,” said Dr. Gregg,

Inquiries in Government circles yester- 
day revealed that the new bill, however, 
will enable bookmakers and their clients 
to make cash transactions. This new 
development will be made possible by the 

roposed repeal of the 1920 Ready-Money 
Football Betting Act, as provided for in 


| the new bill. 


The Ready-Money Football Betting Act, 
which came into force when the Free State 
was still included in the United King- 
dom, was passed largely as a result of 
representations made by governing bodies 
in Association football circles in the 
United Kingdom at that time. The 
growth of betting on matches in England 
had then reached such proportions that 
many people who had the welfare of the 
game at heart were concerned as to the 
result; they were uncertain, ‘indeed. 
whether portions of the large sums of 
money which depended on the result of 
each game might be used by unscrupulous 
people to influence players to play badly 
during important matches. 

That Act (which was not repealed by 
the 1926 Betting Act passed in the Irish 
Free State) made it illegal for any person 
in the United Kingdom to write, print, 
publish or knowingly circulate, .advertise- 
ments, circulars or coupons in connection 
with a ready-money football betting busi- 
ness—the term ‘‘ business ” being taken to 
mean any firm, agency or private concern 
“ for the making of ready-money bets or 
wagers, or for the receipt of money or any 
valuable thing as the consideration for a 
bet or wager in connection with any foot- 
ball game.”’ 


SPORT IN IRELAND. 

How far the proposed repeal of the entire 
provisions of that Act will affect sport in 
Ireland is a question that still remains to 
be answered. The repeal of the Ready- 
Money Betting Act was one of the measures 
advocated before the Betting Commission.

A clause in the new Betting Bill, how- 
ever, provides that no bet of less than 
one shilling must be. accepted by any book- 
maker; therefore, the agent who sells 
coupons—and who, if he is registered, 
in some cases keeps within the law by 
selling them on a credit basis—will find 
difficulty in disposing of his wares at one 
shilling each instead of the customary 
threepence. 


PROHIBITIONS. 

Moreover, Section 19 of the bill pro- 
hibits the exposition of exhibition of any 
list showing the terms or odds on which a 
bookmaker is willing to take bets on any 
race, match or contest, as well as prohibit- 
ing the publication of the names of com- 

titors. No person, in fact, who accepts 

ts on football matches may advertise or 
publish any particulars whatsoever to 
attract his clients, and only registered 
firms or agents may do ready-money foot- 
ball betting business. 

In addition, the penalties for infringe-. 
ment of the law are heavier than formerly. 
Under the 1920 Act, principals and their 
assistants are liable on summary convic- 
tion to a maximum fine of twenty-five 
pounds or imprisonment for one month, 
while on second or subsequent conviction 
such persons might be fined £100 or im- 
prisoned for three months. 

Under the provisions of the new Act a 
first conviction carries with it a fine up 
to £100. 

An official of the Football Association of 
the Irish Free State, when interviewed on 
the question, decried the suggestion that 
the introduction of ready-money betting 
on football matches would affect the game 
in any way in this country. 

‘*T know, of course,” he said, “ that 
there is a great gambling spirit here, but 
there is also great sportsmanship. If 
Association football in the Irish Free 
State has not got the same immense fol- 
lowing that the game has in Great Britain, 
it has this to be said for it—that players 
and followers are attracted to it for sport’s 
sake. The very fact that our teams are 
almost exclusively confined to amateurs is 
proof of that, I think. I can see that it 
is possible that more people will now bet 
on matches in England; but I do not 
think that Irish football attracts that type 
of person. ”” 


LOSS OF A VESSEL 
AT SEA. 


SCUTTLING ALLEGED.

Sentence of outlawry was pronounced at 
the High Court of Justiciary in Inverness 
vesterday on Andrew Ross, manager of a 
vessel which foundered in the North Sea, 
who did not appear on charges connected 
with the case. 

The trial was begun yesterday of George 
Gunn, skipper of the Sutherlandshire Lass, 
the vessel concerned. He was charged with 
acts which amounted to the scuttling of the 
vessel. He pleaded not guilty. 

Ross, who was not on hoard the ship, was 
indicted for having acted in concert with 
Gunn in fraudulently procuring a person to 
say that he was a member of the crew when 
the vessel sunk, and that to his knowledge 
the pump which it was alleged Gunn had 


tampered with was used to free the ship cf 
sea water. 

Sixty-eight witnesses from England and 
Wales were cited to give evidence.

Gunn was the 
only person who could have done it. They 
kept close to the Sutherlandshire Lass all 
night. ~In the morning Gunn went on board 
on two occasions. If the pump had been used 
when they left Blyth the vessel could have 


been kept afloat.

It is still very difficult for the ordinary 
imvestor to determine the probable course of 
@tock markets in the near future, and 
probably the professional operator is equally 
perplexéd. ‘here is at least the possibility 
that gilt-edged securities will be affected by 
monetary’ conditions. ‘Ft is ‘hoped that an 
agreement has been, or will be, reached be- 
tween the central banks of America, France, 
Germany and Great. Britain in the matter of 
gold. reserves; but, before it could be put 
into effect the Bank of England might lose 
so much gold for France ant Germany as to 
necessitate a rise in the official minimum. 
That would completely shatter the hopes of 
a period. of still easier money, under the 
influence of which the leading investment 
stocks would further appreciate. 


Railway Securities. 


In other respects the outlook is also some- 
what obscure. Those interested in Home 
Rails must await the result of the conference 
between the companies and the men ‘egard- 
ing Wages and other questions, and also the 
dividend déclarations for the second half of 
this'year. The prospects are, therefore, that 
this section is not likely to provide much 
interest in the way of price movements for 
some time to come. -Argentine Rails are 
affected by the continued depreciation of the 
pore which, as pointed out by Lord St.

Yesterday we published the reports and 
accounts of the Agricultural Credit Corporation 
for the year ending October 31, 1930. [his report 
covers the second full year of the corpora- 
tion’s operations, and shows that considerable 
progress has been made in twelve months.

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LORD INCHCAPE ON THE SHIPPING 
OUTLOOK. Ba. 
Lord' Inchcape, presiding yesterday at the 
meeting of ‘his Pabieonlar and Orienta] Steam- 
ship Company in London, said that he had 
never known trade so bad as it had been 
during the past few months. The financial 
situation in Australia causes grave incon- 
venience. “ We have a very large sum of 
money lying there which we cannot get. home, 
except at the very heavy discount which we 
do not’ like to pay.” The latest figures avail- 
able show that on October 1 there wefe laid 
up 368 British ships, with a total of 835,418 
tons. The prospects ahead of shipping are 
far from bright, and, despite all efforts to 
economise and reduce expenditure, there has 
been, and continues to be, the greatest diffi- 
culty in making voyage results show anything 
except heavy má They “were able to re- 
commend to the Deferred stockholders the 
payment of a final dividend of five per cent., 
making a total payment for the year of ten 
er cent., free of income tax. The P, and O. 
Reet had hitherto been. run to a large extent 
uninsured and they had now decided to 
insure all their ships against total loss and 
to reduce their insurance fund to £1,000,000, 
applying £2,000,000 to the depreciation of the 
fleet. The board were of opinion that this 
is a safe measure to adopt in view of the 
present deplorable state of trade generally 
and of shipping in particular.

him ahsorb in many cases fifty per cent. of 
his estate. I do not suppose there is one of 
us here to-day who is as well off as he was 
two vears ago, both as to capital and income; 
and it will go on unless a halt is ¢alled in 
Government expenditure. But a worse aspect 
of the matter is that a large part of this 
reckless plunder, instead of being applied to 
intensive reduction of the national debt, is 
dispensed with a too-lavish hand in the pay- 
ment of doles. I was recently told of a case 
in which an unemployed man was offered a 
iob at. ..& week. He declined, saying: 
‘Why should I take work for 288, when I am. 
getting 59s. for doing nothing.’ One admits 
that in the hard times through which the 
country 1s passing a measure of relief is neces- 
sary and inevitable. but few will be found 
to dispute that relief. which approaches too 
nearly, and im some instances oversteps, the 
wages level is morally and financially a sin 
against the people. It is truly a rake's pro- 
gress. Tf this. and other expenditure is 
allowed to go on*we shall all he bankrupt 
very long. and there wil] be no capital 
foi industry.” -
